relate.* • ••• following story in his "Cam- 
paigning With Grant." The incident 
occurred during tho attack on what is 
now called "Hell's Half Aero," near 
Massaponax Church: General Grant had 
ridden over to the right to watch the 
progress of this attack. While he was 
passing a spot near the roadside where 
there vrc.ro a number of wounded, one 
of thorn, who was lying close to tho 
roadside,, seemed to attract his special 
notice. Tho man's faco was beardless; 
ho was evidently young; his counte- 
nance) waa strikingly handsome, and 
there was something in his appealing 
look which could not fail to engage at- 
tention, even in the full tide of battle. 
The blood was flowing from a wonnd in 
his breast, the froth about his mouth 
was tinged with red, and his wander- 
ing, staring eyes gave unmistakable 
evidence of approaching death. Just 
then a young staff officer dashed by at a 
full gallop, and us his horse's hoofs 
struck a puddle, in tho road a mass o] 
black mud was splashed in the wounded 
man's face. Ho gave a piteous look, aa 
much as to Nay, "Couldn't yon ' let mo 
die in peace and not add to my suffer- 
ings?" 


Tho general, whoso eyes wore at that 


moment turned upon tho youth, was 
visibly affected.

Tho chief had 
turned round twice to look after tho of- 
ficer who had splashed the mud aud who 
had passed rapidly on, as if ho wished 
to take him to tusk for his carelessness. 
There was a. painfully sad look upon the 
general's face; and ho did not speak for 
some time. While always keenly sensi- 
tive to the sufferings of tho wounded, 
this pitiful sight seemed to affect him 
more than usual.

Not Unpopular With Them.

If Richard be tried by the only proper 


standard, that of his own time, be will 
be found to be not more but leas cruel 
and bloody than either his predecessors 
or those who came after him. The act 
which has especially blackened his 
memory is the mysterious removal or 
murder of the princes. Yet Clifford, 
backed by Margaret of Anjou, had kill- 
ed in cold blood Richard's brother, the 
Earl of Ruthlond, a boy of 10, while 
Henry VII imprisoned and executed the 
feeble minded Earl of Warwick, the son 
of Clarence. In mere numbers of exe- 
cutions, excluding, of course, on both 
sides those who were taken in open re- 
bellion, Richard has much less to an- 
swer for than Queen Margaret or Henry 
VII and far loss than Henry VHI, who 
pnt to death anybody who happened to 
be distasteful to him on political, per- 
sonal or religious grounds. There was 
uo public opinion in that day against 
putting to death any one who hod played 
and lost m the great struggle of polities. 
Executions were a recognized part of 
the business. 
When the game went 


against a statesman in those days, as 
Mr Speaker Heed once snid, h6 did not 
cross the aisle and take his place as the 
leader of his majesty's opposition; he 
wan sent to tho tower and had his head 
cut off. Autoes temps, autres moeurs. 


At every turn of the wheel in the long 


stingglo between the Lancastrians and 
the Yorkibts tho victorious party al- 
ways executed every leader of the other 
side upon whom they could lay hauda, 
Such were tha rulea of tho society and 
snch tho politics in which Richard was 
brought up, and he played according to 
thcfco inlcs and without excess, paying 
(he nii.il forfeit himself with undaunted 
conr.igo. 


Nothing is farther from the truth 


than tho notion that Richard was un- 
popular ^ith tho rnasBCS of the people. 
Ho had never injured them, and they 
did not care huw many nobles or princes 
he put to death.—Hon. Henry Cabot
